PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To electronically 
realize a book advertising and selling system 
which gives a feeling of stand-up reading 
equal to that at an actual store. SOLUTION: At 
a request to browse a book from a customer 
terminal 2, an advertising and selling computer 

I requests the customer terminal 2 to send the 
ID of the customer out. When the customer 
inputs the ID given by an advertising and 
selling company through an ID providing 
means 21, an authenticating and 
communicating means 14 authenticates it and 
a distribution restricting means 13 imposes 
temporal and opportunity restrictions when 
distributing book data to the customer terminal 
2. For browsing, the book data ciphered by a 
compressive encoding and ciphering means 

I I are distributed to the customer terminal 2 
together with a signal allowing cipher resetting 
and stored in a storage device 23. In this case, 
a cipher resetting means 24 and a 
compressive encoding resetting means 25 
functions and the data can be browsed on a 
display device 28 through an display image 
generating means 26. Once the customer 
decides its purchase, the advertising and 
selling computer 1 outputs an 'output allowing 
signal', so the cipher-reset book data can be 
stored in the storage device 23 through an 
output means 27.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]In an advertisement and a selling system of books using a computer network which 
connected a computer for an advertisement / sale, and a consumer premises equipment, said 
computer for an advertisement / sale accepts a demand from said consumer premises equipment — 
the contents (book data) of books — the bottom of time and opportunity restrictions, and most — 
compression encoding — and, while enciphering and distributing, An advertisement and a selling 
system of books canceling a code and a compression code of said book data according to existence 
of customer data and a purchase intention, and permitting an inspection or preservation. 
[Claim 2]Have the following and said computer for an advertisement / sale, If a reading request 
occurs from a customer, customer data and constraints data which are registered beforehand will 
determine propriety, An advertisement and a selling system of books using a computer network 
which connected a computer for an advertisement / sale, and a consumer premises equipment 
permitting accumulation maintenance after release in said consumer premises equipment, and 
release if release and a display in said consumer premises equipment are permitted and there is a 
purchase application when good. 

A means by which said computer for an advertisement / sale carries out accumulation maintenance 
of the contents (book data) of enciphered books. 

A means to give time and opportunity restrictions when distributing this book data by which 
accumulation maintenance was carried out to said consumer premises equipment. 
A means by which it has a means to check whether it is just customer access while communicating 
with said consumer premises equipment, and said consumer premises equipment communicates with 
said computer for an advertisement / sale. 

A means to provide ID given from an advertising sales business proprietor, a means which carries 
out accumulation maintenance of the book data distributed from said computer for an 
advertisement / sale, a means to perform release of a code of book data, and a compression code 
by which this accumulation maintenance was carried out, and a means to display canceled book 
data. 

[Claim 3]An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to claim 2 characterized by 
comprising the following 

Said book data in which the contents of books were electronized and enciphered as for said 
computer for an advertisement / sale. 

Said customer data which comprises a customer's address, a name, a credit number, electronic 
money accounts, etc. 

A database which stores said constraints data which comprises read time restrictions assumed from 
a coincidence reading limit count classified by area and page number of books, difficulty of the 
contents, and precision which were assumed from the number statistics of distribution to a 
bookstore, respectively. 
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[Claim 4]An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to any one of claims 1 to 3, 
wherein compression encoding is enciphered and carried out and said book data is provided by 
publishing company of the books concerned. 

[Claim 5]An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to any one of claims 1 to 3, 
wherein it supposes that said book data is enciphered in said computer for an advertisement / sale 
and a publishing company attaches accompanying data which directs encryption to a required page. 
[Claim 6]An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to claim 4 enciphering about 
a page which does not permit an inspection before purchase using a different cryptographic key 
from an object for an inspection. 

[Claim 7]An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to claim 5 attaching 
accompanying data against transmission in a publishing company about a page which does not 
permit an inspection before purchase. 

[Claim 8]An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to any one of claims 1 to 7 
when ID replied from a consumer premises equipment according to a demand is not just said 
inspection, wherein it is not permitted. 

[Claim 9]If said ID and ID for attestation of 1 to 1 correspondence are stored in a module and a 
computer for an advertisement / sale receives ID from a consumer premises equipment in both said 
consumer premises equipment and said computer for an advertisement / sale, It transmits to a 
consumer premises equipment, applying a code by using ID for attestation as a cryptographic key to 
a random number generated each time, By a consumer premises equipment's carrying out code 
release of this coding information by ID for attestation, returning it to a computer for an 
advertisement / sale, and comparing with contents replied by computer for an advertisement / sale, 
and said random number, An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to any one 
of claims 2 to 8 attesting said ID. 

[Claim 10]An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to any one of claims 1 to 9 
when there is less inspection number of the present area concerned than the simultaneous 
inspection number and there is less total time when the customer concerned perused the books 
concerned said inspection than permission inspection time, wherein it is permitted. 
[Claim 1 1]An advertisement and a selling system of the books according to any one of claims 1 to 
10 when said computer for an advertisement / sale transmits release of said code a code release 
key and an output enabling signal to the consumer premises equipment concerned, wherein it is 
performed. 

[Claim 1 2]An advertisement and a sales method of books using a computer network which 
connected a computer for an advertisement / sale, and a consumer premises equipment 
characterized by comprising the following 

A procedure of storing the contents (book data), constraints data, and customer data of enciphered 
books in a database of said computer for an advertisement / sale. 

A procedure which sends out a table of contents and an abstract of books chosen from a consumer 
premises equipment. 

A procedure of checking the justification if attestation is required from a reading request from a 

consumer premises equipment and ID is received from a consumer premises equipment. 

A procedure of judging propriety of an inspection with said constraints data and customer data if 

just. 

A procedure of permitting only a display of book data by which attached time and opportunity 
restrictions, and distributed desired book data to a consumer premises equipment, and code release 
was carried out if good. 

A procedure of also permitting preservation of said book data if a purchase request is received. 
[Claim 13]An advertisement and a sales method of books using a computer network which 
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connected a consumer premises equipment with a computer for an advertisement / sale provided 
with a database which stored the contents (book data), constraints data, and customer data of 
enciphered books characterized by comprising the following 

A procedure which sends out a table of contents and an abstract of books chosen from a consumer 
premises equipment. 

A procedure of checking the justification if attestation is required from a reading request from a 

consumer premises equipment and ID is received from a consumer premises equipment. 

A procedure of judging propriety of an inspection with said constraints data and customer data if 

just. 

A procedure of permitting only a display of book data by which attached time and opportunity 
restrictions, and distributed desired book data to a consumer premises equipment, and code release 
was carried out if good, and a procedure of also permitting preservation of said book data if a 
purchase request is received.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the advertisement, selling system, and the 
advertisement and the sales method using the computer network which connected the computer for 
an advertisement / sale, and the consumer premises equipment of books. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Although the online information providing system which performs an 
offer of information via the server on a computer network has come to be widely used by making 
the Internet in recent years and the spread of personal computers into a background, The magazine 
published every day is advertised using such an online information providing system, and the 
advertisement and the selling system of the suitable books for books, such as a magazine which 
made it possible to obtain a desired report even from where [ on the earth ] speedily by seeing said 
advertisement, are proposed. Drawing 8 is a block diagram of the advertisement and selling system 
of this kind of the former indicated to JP,9-2591 89,A of books. 

[0003]In drawing 8 , 101 was provided on the network, for example, they are servers, such as a WWW 
server, a client computer with which a book agent or a books handling contractor uses 106, and a 
client computer which a customer uses 107 and accesses the server 101. 

[0004]First, a book agent reads image data, such as a cover of pictorial symbol mixture of books, 
such as a magazine, and a table of contents, into the client computer C1 with the scanner 102. 
About a table of contents, if there is the electronic phototypesetting data D2 used on the occasion 
of printing and it will input into the client computer C1 using the electronic phototypesetting data 
input unit 103, it will become possible to input data more efficiently. After the data inputted in this 
way is compressed via the data compression means 105, it is transmitted to the server 101 by the 
data transfer means 104, and always becomes accessible from the computer on a network. 
[0005]If the order data D3 is specified from a customer's computer 1 07 when there is a report to 
access the server 101 and see in detail from the computer 107, since it is accessible in the cover 
and table of contents of a magazine on the server 101 always, The data transfer means 101a of the 
server 101 transmits the order data D3 to a book agent's client computer 106. A book agent sends 
the specified report to the servo 1 09 for E-mails, and a book agent takes out directions of a 
payment to the online payment system 110 via the computer 106. Then, the online payment system 
1 10 is directed that the computer 1 1 1b of a book agent's correspondent financial institution both 
performs [ which processes price payment from a customer's account ] a receiving process to a 
book agent's account. Therefore, since the customer should just see an E-mail when required, he 
can get the report of an order promptly. 

[0006] Drawing 9 is the block diagram shown in order to give facilities also including an above- 
mentioned conventional example to contrast with this invention of the release composition of the 
periodicals by the compression encoding adopted by the Prior art, and its release. In drawing 9 , the 
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computer 6 for an advertisement / sale, The compression coding means 61 which carries out 
compression encoding of the contents (book data) of the whole periodicals, It has the memory 
measure 63 which carries out accumulation maintenance of the source data by which compression 
encoding was carried out, the compression coding means 62 which carries out compression 
encoding of the abstract of periodicals, and the contents (abstract data) of the table of contents, 
the memory measure 64 which carries out accumulation maintenance of the abstract data by which 
compression encoding was carried out, and the means of communication 65. The memory measure 
72 to which the consumer premises equipment 7 carries out accumulation maintenance of the data 
of the means of communication 71 and the memory measure 63 or 64 from which it received via the 
means of communication 65 and 71, It has the compression code release means 73 of which a 
compression code is canceled about the data of the memory measure 72, and the displaying means 
74 which displays the data after compression code release. 

[0007]In drawing 9, when there is an application of an inspection of periodicals from the consumer 
premises equipment 7, the computer 6 for an advertisement / sale distributes the abstract data in 
which the memory measure 64 carries out accumulation maintenance to the consumer premises 
equipment 2 via the means of communication 71. A customer cancels a compression code by the 
compression code release means 73, and peruses this with the display 74. As a result, when it 
determines that these periodicals will be purchased, it proposes to purchase to the computer 6 for 
an advertisement / sale. Then, the computer 6 for an advertisement / sale distributes this time the 
book data by which accumulation maintenance was carried out to the memory measure 63 like the 
case of abstract data at the consumer premises equipment 7. A customer does compression code 
release of the book data by which accumulation maintenance was carried out at the memory 
measure 72, it can read by the displaying means 74, or can write in the memory measure 73, and 
can print. 
[0008] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in the advertisement and selling system of the 
conventional books mentioned above. In the stage of the prior inspection before purchase decision, 
since the customer can see only an abstract and a table of contents and cannot examine the whole 
contents of books, if he is in books with the necessity, also when buying will is spoiled and it 
becomes the opportunity loss of sale, he has the problem that it is not few. At the bookstore where 
this point is actual, as contrasted with the ability for the customer to have the actual thing of books 
in a hand, and see or read those ** of all the, it is remarkably disadvantageous and inconvenient, 
and that degree of minus is like [ which negates the convenience of an electronic system ]. 
[0009]Since there are not time, physical, and memory restrictions like [ at the time of browsing in an 
actual bookstore ] and there is also no surveillance of a salesclerk on the other hand, when the 
contents of the whole books are distributed and it allows to hold stores, therefore a copy, before a 
customer does purchase decision, There is a problem that the customer will be able to get the 
profits same with having purchased without being accompanied by the payment of money. 
[0010]Therefore, the purpose of this invention is to provide the advertisement and selling system of 
the books which realize advertisement / sales environment of browsing feeling equivalent to an 
actual bookstore. 
[0011] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]Then, an advertisement and a selling system of the 1st books of 
this invention, In an advertisement and a selling system of books using a computer network which 
connected a computer for an advertisement / sale, and a consumer premises equipment, said 
computer for an advertisement / sale accepts a demand from said consumer premises equipment — 
the contents (book data) of books — the bottom of time and opportunity restrictions, and most — 
compression encoding — and, while enciphering and distributing, According to existence of 
customer data and a purchase intention, a code and a compression code of said book data are 
canceled, and an inspection or preservation is permitted. 
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[0012]An advertisement and a selling system of the 2nd books of this invention, In an advertisement 
and a selling system of used books, a computer network which connected a computer for an 
advertisement / sale, and a consumer premises equipment said computer for an advertisement / 
sale, A means which carries out accumulation maintenance of the contents (book data) of 
enciphered books, and a means to give time and opportunity restrictions when distributing this book 
data by which accumulation maintenance was carried out to said consumer premises equipment, 
While communicating with said consumer premises equipment, have a means to check whether it is 
just customer access, and said consumer premises equipment, A means to communicate with said 
computer for an advertisement / sale, and a means to provide ID given from an advertising sales 
business proprietor, A means which carries out accumulation maintenance of the book data 
distributed from said computer for an advertisement / sale, Have a means to perform release of a 
code of book data, and a compression code by which this accumulation maintenance was carried 
out, and a means to display canceled book data, and said computer for an advertisement / sale, If a 
reading request occurs from a customer, customer data and constraints data which are registered 
beforehand determine propriety, when good, release and a display in said consumer premises 
equipment are permitted, and if there is a purchase application, accumulation maintenance after 
release in said consumer premises equipment and release is permitted. 

[001 3]A desirable embodiment of an advertisement and a selling system of books of this invention, 
Said book data in which the contents of books were electronized and enciphered as for said 
computer for an advertisement / sale, Said customer data which comprises a customer's address, a 
name, a credit number, electronic money accounts, etc., It has a database which stores said 
constraints data which comprises read time restrictions assumed from a coincidence reading limit 
count classified by area and page number of books, difficulty of the contents, and precision which 
were assumed from the number statistics of distribution to a bookstore, respectively. 
[0014]Compression encoding is enciphered and carried out, said book data is provided by publishing 
company of the books concerned, and a desirable embodiment of an advertisement and a selling 
system of books of this invention is enciphered about a page which does not permit an inspection 
before purchase using a different cryptographic key from an object for an inspection. 
[0015]An advertisement and a selling system of books of this invention, About a page which it 
supposes that said book data is enciphered in said computer for an advertisement / sale, and a 
publishing company attaches accompanying data which directs encryption to a required page, and 
does not permit an inspection before purchase, accompanying data against transmission is attached 
in a publishing company. 

[001 6]An advertisement and a selling system of books of this invention, In [ said inspection decides 
not to approve, when ID replied from a consumer premises equipment according to a demand is not 
just, and ] both said consumer premises equipment and said computer for an advertisement / sale, If 
said ID and ID for attestation of 1 to 1 correspondence are stored in a module and a computer for 
an advertisement / sale receives ID from a consumer premises equipment, It transmits to a 
consumer premises equipment, applying a code by using ID for attestation as a cryptographic key to 
a random number generated each time, Said ID is attested by a consumer premises equipment's 
carrying out code release of this coding information by ID for attestation, returning it to a computer 
for an advertisement / sale, and comparing with contents replied by computer for an 
advertisement / sale, and said random number. 

[001 7]It approves, when said inspection has less inspection number of the present area concerned 
than the simultaneous inspection number and an advertisement and a selling system of books of this 
invention have less total time when the customer concerned perused the books concerned than 
permission inspection time. 

[0018]As for an advertisement and a selling system of books of this invention, release of said code 
is performed when said computer for an advertisement / sale transmits a code release key and an 
output enabling signal to the consumer premises equipment concerned. 
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[001 9]This invention has again an advertisement and a sales method of books using a computer 
network which connected a computer for an advertisement / sale, and a consumer premises 
equipment characterized by that an advertisement and a sales method of books of this invention 
comprise the following. 

A procedure of storing the contents (book data), constraints data, and customer data of enciphered 
books in a database of said computer for an advertisement / sale. 

A procedure which sends out a table of contents and an abstract of books chosen from a consumer 
premises equipment. 

A procedure of checking the justification if attestation is required from a reading request from a 
consumer premises equipment and ID is received from a consumer premises equipment. 
A procedure of judging propriety of an inspection with said constraints data and customer data if 
just, a procedure of permitting only a display of book data by which attached time and opportunity 
restrictions, and distributed desired book data to a consumer premises equipment, and code release 
was carried out if good, and a procedure of also permitting preservation of said book data if a 
purchase request is received. 

[0020]Although an inspection of a table of contents and an abstract presupposes that it is free in 
this invention, Since a system of also permitting preservation was adopted when only a display of 
book data which carried out code release was permitted under time and opportunity restrictions and 
a purchase request occurred only when a customer condition and constraints were fulfilled to a 
reading request of a whole sentence, Can provide now sales environment of browsing feeling 
equivalent at an actual bookstore, and increase sales opportunities to a customer segment who was 
avoiding because the contents cannot check a priori in the conventional electronic selling system, 
and a customer is also received, Facilities "it can browse" by carrying out while not having gone 
even to a bookstore specially, either can be given. 
[0021] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Next, an embodiment of the invention is described. 
[0022]As the advertisement and selling system of the books of this invention are shown in drawing 
1 , the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale and the consumer premises equipment 2 of plurality 
(one is illustrated in drawing 1 ) are connected by the computer network. 

[0023]The computer 1 for an advertisement / sale books, such as periodicals, compression encoding 
and a means 1 1 to encipher, The memory storage 1 2 which carries out accumulation maintenance of 
the enciphered this book data, a means 13 to give time and opportunity restrictions when 
distributing the this accumulated book data, and the attestation and the means of communication 14 
which communicate with the consumer premises equipment 2 and check that it is just customer 
access are included. 

[0024]The consumer premises equipment 2 is provided with the following. 

The ID providing means 21 which provides ID given from the advertising sales business proprietor. 
The attestation and the means of communication 22 to which I communicate with the computer for 
an advertisement / sale based on the information acquired from the ID providing means 21, and 
have it accepted that it is just access 

The memory measure 23 which carries out accumulation maintenance of the enciphered book data 
which was distributed from the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale, and the book data by which 
code release was carried out. 

Cancel the code of the data read from the memory storage 23, and with directions of attestation 
and the means of communication 22. The code release means 24 which sends the canceled data to 
the compression code release means 25, the display-image creating means 26, or an output means 
27, The compression code release means 25 which sends the memory storage 23 or the data from 
the code release means 24 to the display-image creating means 26 with directions of attestation 
and the means of communication 22, The display 28 which displays the display image from the 
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display-image creating means 26 which generates a display image from the data sent from 
compression code the memory storage 23, the code release means 24, or a release means 25, and 
the display-image creating means 26 on CRT etc. 

[0025]The outline of operation of the advertisement and selling system of these books is as follows. 
[0026] First, an advertisement and the sales computer 1 are accessed from the consumer premises 
equipment 2, and after attestation is established, it applies for an inspection or sale of books from a 
customer. In an inspection, in the distribution restrictions means 13 of an advertisement and the 
sales computer 1, permission/disapproval of an inspection are determined from customer data, the 
constraints beforehand specified by the publisher of books, and other customers' access situation. 
In inspection permission, the directions which distribute the data which a customer demands to the 
memory storage 23 from the memory storage 1 2, and permit the output of released data in the 
display 28 to the release means 24 and the compression code release means 25 of a code are taken 
out from an advertisement and the sales computer 1. Data is distributed based on the enabling 
signal from another systems, such as fee collection, a payment, and a selling agreement, which is 
not restricted at all in the distribution restrictions means 13 of an advertisement and the sales 
computer 1 by the result of an inspection, etc. when there is an application of the sale from a 
customer and which is not ** [ an enabling signal ] or illustrated. The output to the memory storage 
23 of code released data is permitted to the code release means 24 and the compression code 
release means 25 after data distribution. 

[0027]In an above-mentioned procedure, the information on the memory storage 23 is inputted into 
either the code release means 24, the compression code release means 25 or the display-image 
creating means 26 by whether compression releasing is carried out as compress, that the 
information currently stored in the memory storage 23 is enciphered as, and. The compression code 
release means 25 and the display-image creating means 26 always operate, and do not interfere, 
and the code release means 24 operates only with the enabling signal from attestation and the 
means of communication 22. The data by which code release was carried out is passed to the 
output means 27, the compression code release means 25, or the display-image creating means 26. 
Among this, the output means 27 operates with the enabling signal outputted from attestation and 
the means of communication 22, only when a customer purchases. That is, it prevents storing code 
released data in the memory storage 23 by taking out an enabling signal only to the code release 
means 24 in an inspection, and not taking out an enabling signal to the output means 27. 
[0028] Next, with reference to dra win g 2 - dr awing 7, it explains to details per example of this 
invention. 

[0029]Drawing 2 is a block diagram showing the outline of a computer system in which this invention 
is applied, and comprises the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale, and two or more consumer 
premises equipments 2, publishing company computers 3 and payment systems 4 which were 
connected to the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale. 

[0030]The computer 1 for an advertisement / sale and the consumer premises equipment 2 are the 
same as that of the thing of the name in dr a wi ng 1 . The business proprietor which advertises and 
sells books owns the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale by a contract with a publishing 
company, and the customer who is going to enjoy service by the computer 1 for an advertisement / 
sale about books owns the consumer premises equipment 2. By a contract with advertisement / 
sales business proprietor, the publishing company of the books which are the targets of the 
advertisement and sale by the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale owns the publishing company 
computer 3, and it inputs book data and constraints. A credit company etc. own a payment system 
and a price is settled about the customer who did purchase decision by this system. 
[0031]The computer 1 for an advertisement / sale is provided with the following. 
A means to communicate with the payment system 4 of one or more publishing company computers 
[ 3 or 1 or more ] and two or more consumer premises equipments 2 other than each means shown 
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in drawing 1. 

The host data base 5 shown in drawing 3. 

The host data base 5 is provided with the following. 

The Electronic Book database 51 which stores the book data sent from the publishing company 
(mainly editorial department). 

The constraints database 52 which stores the constraints similarly sent from a publishing company 

(mainly marketing planning section). 

The customer database 53 which stores customer data. 

[0032] First, book data and constraints are sent by a means of communication from a publishing 
company, and it is stored in the Electronic Book database 51 and the constraints database 52. As 
book data is shown in drawing 3, books former information is book-data-ized by a digital book-ized 
tool, the whole form is held by document-description-language SGML (IS08879), and highly minute 
color picture compression is performed by JPEG (ISO/IE10918). The time limit of the inspection 
assumed to be constraints from the coincidence reading limit count classified by area and the page 
number of books, the difficulty of the contents, and precision which were assumed from the 
distribution volumes statistical data of the books to a bookstore is included. The customer data sent 
with on-line or off-line, i.e., an address, a name, a credit card number, an electronic-money- 
accounts number, etc. are stored in the customer database 53 from a customer. 
[0033]The data exchange of the publishing company computer 3, and the payment system 4 and the 
computer 1 for an advertisement / sale is good also by media, such as magnetic tape and an optical 
disc, without a means of communication. Book data is not enciphered at all, and when encryption 
treatment is required in the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale, an encoding means is needed in 
the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale. 

[0034]Under such a situation, if there is a connection request from the consumer premises 
equipment 2, the propriety of an inspection is determined with reference to the customer data and 
constraints which are stored in the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale, and when it can peruse, 
magazine data (data enciphered in part) will be transmitted to a customer. When a customer 
purchases book data, sales data is transmitted to the payment system 4. 

[0035]Although the consumer premises equipment 2 is composition as shown in drawing 2 , As an 
input method of ID by the ID providing means 21, ID is stored in the method and the magnetic disk 
drive of the consumer premises equipment 2 which a customer memorizes ID and inputs from a 
keyboard etc. each time, A method automatically sent to the computer 1 for an advertisement / 
sale by software, They may be any of the method sent to the computer 1 for an advertisement / 
sale by equipping the consumer premises equipment 2 with the module and board which stored the 
magnetic card given from advertisement / sales business proprietor, an IC card, or other ID. 
[0036]The function which displays, data, for example, a terminal-control screen, other than books, 
may be included in the display 28, and the function which decodes character compression numerals 
and graphical-data-compression numerals may be included. 

[0037]First, I send customer data to advertisement / sales business proprietor on-line or off-line 
first, and have ID given from advertisement / sales business proprietor. If a connection request is 
made the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale under this situation and the table-of-contents 
demand of specific books is performed, a table of contents will be stored in the memory storage 23 
via attestation and the means of communication 22 of drawing 1 , and these contents will be 
displayed with the display 28 through the display-image creating means 26. Next, when a detailed 
page is specified from a table of contents, the page concerned enciphered from the computer 1 for 
an advertisement / sale is transmitted, and it is stored in the memory storage 23. If a code release 
enabling signal is told to the code release means 24 from the computer 1 for an advertisement / 
sale after storing to the memory storage 23, code release of the contents of the memory storage 23 
will be carried out, and it will send and display on the display 28. When the purchase request of the 
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magazine data concerned is carried out, the magazine data enciphered from the computer 1 for an 
advertisement / sale is stored in the memory storage 23, and a code release enabling signal passes 
code release means 24 from the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale after that, and an output 
enabling signal is sent to the output means 27. Code release of the data stored in the memory 
storage 23 is carried out by the code release means 24 by this, and the output is stored in the 
memory storage 23, without preventing an output by the output means 27. The display of this book 
data stored in the memory storage 23 is attained always, without connecting the consumer premises 
equipment 2 to the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale. 

[0038]Here, the contents of the main data in this invention are explained anew. First, book data is 
constituted from a table-of-contents page and a table-of-contents page based on page number or 
a subject name by the book pages in which sequential access is possible. It is economical that the 
correlation between pages is based on SGML, HTML or XGML of standards, etc. (as an input and an 
editing system, a publishing company can buy a ready-made thing and can arrange it). A table-of- 
contents page is not carried out, but enables the display of encryption by the general consumer 
premises equipment 2 without a code release means, for example, the personal computer in which 
an Internet access is possible. The page judged that a publishing company is required among book 
pages enciphers. However, when enciphering by computer 1 for an advertisement / sale, the 
accompanying data which directs encryption is attached to a required page. 
[0039]About the page (page equivalent to the double-leaved page of actual books) which wants to 
completely make the inspection before purchase impossible among book pages, it enciphers using a 
different cryptographic key from the object for an inspection. However, when enciphering by 
computer 1 for an advertisement / sale, the accompanying data against transmission is only 
attached. 

[0040]The unit of the data sent out to a customer may not be a 1 -page unit. Two or more related 
pages may be sent by package. It also becomes possible to aim at advertising revenue by sending 
the advertisement page which a rare customer in particular does not choose together. Thus, when 
carrying out package sending of pages affected, it includes in each page by using the information on 
a sending page range as accompanying data. 

[0041]Next, when it imposes restriction on the inspection before purchase, the constraints are set 
up by a publishing company and it stores in the constraints database 52 of the host data base 5 of a 
computer as constraints data. There are the following items as constraints. 

[0042]* Set up simultaneously the number which can be perused for every simultaneous inspection 
number area. This is equivalent to distributing some magazines of paper to the bookstore of a 
certain area. That is, above number of distributed human beings are prevented from reading 
simultaneously. This figure is reduced whenever book data is purchased. 

[0043] However, it is not made less than the value specified separately. This is for being sold out and 
preventing a state. 

[0044]* A publishing company assumes "sufficient time for judgment of purchase" with the difficulty 
of the number of pages or the contents, and set up permission inspection time permission 
inspection time. 

[0045]* Do not usually set a back number at a bookstore in the inspection of a back number, or the 
period periodicals which can be perused. Setting out which forbids the inspection of those other 
than a table of contents is carried out to make the same environment as this. On the contrary, it is 
also possible to make an inspection possible like the current number and to take out a sales 
promotion effect. Although based on the character of a magazine, when continuity is in the 
contents, for example (a novel, a graphic novel, etc. which are not complete), since "expectable 
contents" can be guessed to some extent from the contents of the current number, it may make it 
the prohibition on an inspection which to be used. On the contrary, with the magazine which made 
the subject the special feature article which became independent each time, since the contents 
cannot guess enough, an inspection may be made possible. 
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[0046]For constraints judgment of an inspection, customer data, such as an inhabitable area, is 
required, and it is stored in the host data base 5 as the customer database 53. Like periodicals, 
there is an advantage which can do settlement processing promptly without applying time and effort 
each time by registering a payment system a priori about some which a purchase opportunity can 
expect mostly. 

[0047]Next, operation of the advertisement and selling system of the books of this invention 
constituted as mentioned above is explained. First, in this system, the Electronic Book database 51, 
the constraints database 52, and the customer database 53 of drawing 3 are created. It is necessary 
to store book data by the date of issue of the books concerned and, and before ID peruses book 
data, it needs to carry out the cotton of the customer data to advertisement / sales business 
proprietor, and needs to have it given to it. This treatment may be on-line processing, or may be 
off-line processing. However, in the case of the customer who needs only a table of contents, it 
does not necessarily need. 

[0048] Now, the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale (henceforth a host computer) is waiting for 
a connection request to come from the consumer premises equipment 2. Drawing 4 is a flow chart 
which shows operation of the host computer 1 when a connection request comes. If a connection 
request comes from the consumer premises equipment 2, books menu data will be transmitted (S1). 
The contents of this menu consist of items, such as two or more magazine names and an end of 
connection. When there are many books, there may be a menu which chooses a genre in front of 
this menu. When not serving the time when, ID confirming processing is given to a non-registering 
customer in advance of transmission of a menu. 

[0049]When the menu is already transmitted immediately before and menu data remains in the 
consumer premises equipment 2, it is also possible to exclude transmission of menu data. 
[0050]As long as a communication line is a high speed, magazine data may be transmitted each time, 
but in the case of a low speed, the following control can be performed, and it can exclude 
transmission of the page which transmitted once. First, the name which can recognize the page 
uniquely is given to each page of magazine data. If this data character uses no less than at most 
100 bytes, it is enough. It is searched whether the host computer 1 has a page of this name by the 
consumer premises equipment 2 by transmitting an unique identifier to the consumer premises 
equipment 2 in advance of transmission of a page (this is called and it is called directions). If there is 
no result of search, transmission of the contents will be urged to the host computer 1, and, in 
response, the host computer 1 will transmit page contents. 

[0051]To transmission (S1) of books menu data, when the contents received from the consumer 
premises equipment 2 are "ends of connection" (S2), it ends, If receiving contents are select data 
of books (S2), the table-of-contents page of the selected magazine will be transmitted, but (S3) 
when it is already ending with transmitting, transmission of page contents can be omitted. 
[0052]On the other hand, when the contents received from the consumer premises equipment 2 
were "purchase decision" and page number or an item (index) is received to (S4) (S5), it moves to 
S6. In S5, when not receiving page number or an item, it returns to S1. In S6, ID Request to Send is 
transmitted to the consumer premises equipment 2, and if replied ID is just (S7), if that is not right, 
a message with an "improper" inspection will be transmitted to a consumer premises equipment 
computer S8, and it will shift to S5. in an ID confirmed case, a line is already directly good from S5 
to S8. 

[0053]Here, the confirming processing of ID is explained in full detail, the host computer 1 — the 
consumer premises equipment 2 — ID Request to Send — transmitting (S6) — in the consumer 
premises equipment 2, following either is processed by the difference among the above ID providing 
means 21. 

[0054]a) When inputting ID from a keyboard etc., display an input demand message and wait for an 
input. 

[0055]b) Acquire ID from the given places (magnetic disk drive etc.) of the consumer premises 
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equipment 2. 

[0056]c) Acquire ID from a module, a board, etc. which were given from advertisement / sales 
business proprietor. 

[0057]Thus, acquired ID is transmitted to a host computer. 

[0058]The case of c has the safety of ID authentication improved in more than. For example, 
another ID for recognition used as a pair is set up for every customer to ID transmitted to the host 
computer 1, and it stores in the module, and to the random number generated each time, by using ID 
for attestation as a cryptographic key, a code is applied and it transmits. In the module with which 
the consumer premises equipment 2 was equipped, code release of this coding information is carried 
out by ID for attestation which he has. The consumer premises equipment 2 returns the contents by 
which code release was carried out to the host computer 1 . (ID for attestation itself [ used as a 
cryptographic key ] is not outputted from a module.) In the host computer 1 , as compared with the 
replied contents and the original random number, if in agreement, it will judge with his being a regular 
registered user (S7). 

[0059]Next, in S8, a restrictions judging process is performed and the present inspection number of 
a customer's inhabitable area and the area of the magazine concerned concerned is compared, and 
if an inspection is possible, if that is not right, a message — "too many present inspection numbers 
cannot be perused" — will be sent to the consumer premises equipment 2, and it will shift to S9 S5. 
Drawing 5 shows the details of this restrictions judging process. First, based on a customer's ID, 
area information is acquired from the customer database 53, and the number of simultaneous 
inspection good Yoshihito of the area is acquired from the constraints database 52. The inspection 
number of this present area is acquired from the access situation database 54, and it compares with 
the simultaneous inspection number. Based on a customer's ID, the customer concerned acquires 
the total time which perused the books concerned from the customer database 53, and acquires the 
permission inspection time of the books concerned from the constraints database 54. And that 
there is less present inspection number than the simultaneous inspection number, when there is 
less total time than permission inspection time, suppose that an inspection is possible. 
[0060]The book data of the page concerned is transmitted in S9. When performing encryption 
processing with the host computer 1 at this time, if encryption is required, it enciphers with 
reference to the accompanying data of the page concerned. When prohibition of transmission is 
attached to accompanying data, messages, such as "being prior inspection impossible per double- 
leaved page", are sent to the consumer premises equipment 2. 

[0061]What is necessary is just to transmit call directions, already case [ transmitted ]. When 
transmission of the page concerned or call directions are carried out, in drawing 5, the access 
situation database 54 is updated and the present inspection number is carried out plus 1. What is 
necessary is just to take plus 1 for a page unit by transmission of the first page after books 
selection, if restrictions processing is carried out per books when carrying out restrictions 
processing. 

[0062]In S9, if there are a code release key and two, the object for an inspection and the object for 
purchase, will transmit only the code release key for an inspection, and it is made for the code 
release means 24 of the consumer premises equipment 2 to operate, and the transmitted above- 
mentioned page gives an indication possible by the consumer premises equipment 2. In this case, 
since it is only an inspection, "the signal with which an output is permitted" is not transmitted. 
[0063]When an inspection is performed, the inspection time of a customer's books concerned is 
measured (S10). After an inspection is completed, while finishing inspection time measurement and 
adding to a customer's total inspection time, the inspection number is carried out minus 1 (S1 1). 
[0064]When a customer does purchase decision of books and it does not result in a processing 
order (S12) (S14) and purchase decision as a result of an inspection, if the reading request (S13) of 
another page occurs and there will not be S5 and a reading request, either, it will return to S1. 
[0065]In a processing order (S14), the means of settlement of the customer database 52 are 
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referred to, When the check of a credit number etc. was required, on-line delivery was possible 
instancy and a customer connects [ a message, such as "delivering later for a check", is sent to the 
consumer premises equipment 2 and ] a terminal to S15 after a means-of-settlement check later, it 
shifts to S15. 

[0066]In S15, the book data concerned is transmitted to the consumer premises equipment 2. In this 
case, the transmitted page can also exclude transmission. A sales unit will also enable partial sale, if 
not only a books unit but a publishing company not necessarily sets up. In that case, the processing 
which can carry out the range selection of the customer separately is required. Subsequently, if 
there are a code release key and two, for [ the object for an inspection and for purchase ], both and 
"the signal with which an output is permitted" will be transmitted. Thereby, code release is carried 
out and the contents of the memory storage 23 of the consumer premises equipment 2 come to be 
stored in the memory storage 23. Sales data will be recorded if the message that storing was 
completed is sent from the consumer premises equipment 2. Sales data is periodically transmitted 
to a payment system with instancy or other sales data. As shown in drawing 6 , the simultaneous 
inspection number of the constraints database 54 is carried out -1 . However, it is made not less 
than the minimum inspection number specified separately. 

[0067]Sales data may be recorded when above-mentioned transmission is completed. In that case, 
it has a flag of whether in preparation for the case where communication goes out, code release was 
completed just before this processing in the accident in client registration data, and when code 
release is not completed, release is made possible by the re connection of a later. 
[0068]Although the above explained this invention from the computer (host computer) 1 side for an 
advertisement / sale next, the explanation of operation is given by drawing 7 from the consumer 
premises equipment 2 side. Drawing 7 shows the processing after the consumer premises equipment 
2 makes a connection request the host computer 1. Since the processing in this case advances by 
the dialog by communication with the host computer 1 explained to drawing 4 - drawing 6, it avoids 
duplication and stops it to brief explanation. 

[0069] First, to a connection request, the books menu data sent from the host computer 1 as 
receiving books menu data from the host computer 1 is displayed on the displaying means 74, and 
the books select data which the customer chose is transmitted (S22). (S21) On the other hand, from 
the host computer 1 , it displays on the display 28 that a contents page receives the contents page 
of the books, and peruses (S24). (S23) Old books menu data and contents page are not enciphered 
in principle. Processing may be terminated by S21 or S23. 

[0070]If it determined to purchase the books as a result of the inspection of the contents page in 
S24 (S25), it will shift to S23. When not resulting in purchase decision, page select data is 
transmitted for an inspection (S26). If this is answered and ID transmission request is received from 
the host computer 1 (S27), ID is inputted by the ID providing means 21, and attestation and the 
means of communication 22 send out (S28). 

[0071]The page concerned is perused if an inspection is good as a result of the processing S7 in the 
host computer 1 which received ID - S9 (S29) (S30). Since operation of the code release means 24 
will be attained if the enciphered book data which has been sent from the host computer 1 is stored 
in the memory storage 23 and then a code release enabling signal is transmitted, this carries out 
code release by this, is displayed on the display 28, and is performed. 

[0072]By the result of an inspection, if purchase decision is carried out, it will shift to S33, but it 
returns to (S32) and S26 and page select data is transmitted to also peruse the page of further 
others. In S33, when means of settlement are registered into the customer data of the host 
computer 1, the meaning on which it agrees with the magazine name which transmits the books 
name to purchase or is displayed is already transmitted. When means of settlement are not 
registered, a credit number etc. are inputted and it transmits. When it passes S34 when judged with 
delivery being possible instancy with the host computer 1, and a message, such as "delivering later 
for a check", is displayed, and it connects with the host computer 1 again later, it shifts to S34. In 
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S34, if the book data concerned is received, it stores in the memory storage 23, next if a code 
release enabling signal and an output enabling signal are transmitted, operation of the code release 
means 24 and the compression code release means 25 will be attained. If it will be in this state, the 
consumer premises equipment 2 carries out code release of the data of the memory storage 23 by 
the code release means 24, and it stores a result in the memory storage 23, without being barred by 
the output means 27 (S35). If stored, the end of code release will be transmitted to the host 
computer 1 . 

[0073]The program for making the computer 1 for an advertisement / sale perform the 
advertisement and sales method of the books of this invention explained above is recorded on 
recording media, such as a magnetic disk and semiconductor memory, and it can read into the 
computer 1 for an advertisement / sale, and can also perform. Such a method is provided with the 
following. 

The procedure which sends out the table of contents and abstract of the books chosen from the 
consumer premises equipment. 

The procedure of checking the justification if attestation is required from the reading request from a 
consumer premises equipment and ID is received from a consumer premises equipment. 
The procedure of judging the propriety of an inspection with said constraints data and customer 
data if just. 

The procedure of permitting only the display of book data by which attached time and opportunity 
restrictions, and distributed desired book data to the consumer premises equipment, and code 
release was carried out if good, and the procedure of also permitting preservation of said book data 
if a purchase request is received. 

[0074] 

[Effect of the InventionjAs explained above, this invention permits books menu data, and a table of 
contents and an abstract unconditionally, and an inspection about the contents of books. Since 
advertisement / sales environment of browsing feeling equivalent at an actual bookstore by realizing 
electronically composition of also allowing preservation can be provided if only an inspection is 
allowed and purchase decision occurs under fixed restrictions, More sales chances are obtained and 
a remarkable effect is brought to sales promotion of books.
